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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment has overcome the art rejections of record. Pethig does not 
suggest nor render obvious a vacant space substantially surrounded by a first electrode such that 
the periphery of the vacant space is not defined in part or at all by the second electrode. Because 
this amendment furthers the prosecution of the invention, the examiner will enter the 
amendment. 

2. However, appUcant's amendments to the claims have introduced numerous 1 12 issues. 

In particular, the claims 15 and 19 have been amended to now refer to ~a first electrode- and ~a 
second electrode— instead of the previous "an electrode". This raises problems because claims 
15, 16, 19, 29-33 and 37-41 all refer back to "the electrode" or "said electrode" rendering unclear 
what electrode is being specifically referred back to. Applicant's amendments to claims 35, 36, 
43 and 44 also introduces new 1 12 issues because it is unclear if "the space" is referring to the 
vacant space. Clarification is requested. 

3. The examiner also notes that claims 22-26 remain withdrawn from consideration and 
have not been canceled.
